The 
initial review was deemed essential to insure that all cases were' 
sound as the Department had advised Jt^J^sjunaple_^to review these 
thus leaving the FBI, in effect, the sole Juage as €o whcTwas^io be 
included in the SI. Consideration was also given to the fact that in^ 
excess of 98^o of these individuals are citizens of the United States. 
Specific criteria were established at the inception of the review as 
guidelines', to be utilized in determining a subject's potential 
dangerousness. These criteria continue to be used as guidelines in 
connection with additions to, retention in and deletions from the SI.
